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THEY'LL GET SPANKED. 
There can be nothing but commenda­ 
tion for Senator David I Walsh’s attack 
on a curiously clumsy form of blackmail 
undertaken lately by an eastern corpora­ 
tion. 
This firm released 107 employes, hand­ 
ing each employe on his departure a cir­ 
cular explaining that the step was neces­ 
sary because of partisan political investi­ 
gations in Washington, the passage of the 
bonus bill and the failure of congress to 
adopt the Mellon tax reduction plan. Con­ 
gress’ delinquencies in these matters, de­ 
clared the firm’s manager, have hurt busi­ 
ness. 
Mr. Walsh denounces this performance 
as “an unmistakable attempt to shake the 
confidence of plain people in democratic 
government.” 
It is all of that. 
Moreover 
it is a remarkably inept undertaking. The 
proposition that people have ceased buy­ 
ing necessaries 
because 
Albert B. Fall 
was found to have accepted a satchel of 
currency from an oil exploiter is nonsense. 
The idea that buying has been curtailed 
by a bonus bill that hasn’t yet cost any 
taxpayer a cent of money is preposterous. 
The tax law is not the Mellon plan, but it 
is an improvement over it, and if a cor­ 
poration could maintain 
107 
employes 
while paying the older rates, and tax rates 
are the only consideration, it certainly 
ought to be able to keep them at work 
after taxes have been reduced. 
It is easy to imagine what disaster can 
visit a democracy that countenances this 
form of coercion. If labor struck en masse 
as a protest against legislation, or farmers 
refused to raise crops to register disap­ 
proval of a law, business would be In arms 
over-night. 
If the employes of the east­ 
ern corporation, instead of being fired, 
had struck as a protest, against some en­ 
actment of the last congress, their em­ 
ployers would have rent the heavens with 
a cry of anarchy. 
The practice allowed to run rampant 
would inevitably ruin the republic. Fortu­ 
nately, public opinion will settle the hash 
of this corporation and prevent a repe­ 
tition of the offense.

THE LESSION OF THE CONVENTION. 
The tragically 
striking 
lesson to be 
learned from the republican national con­ 
vention 
is 
that 
its 
party 
leadership 
has sunk to a very low point. 
Given a 
wide-spread popular dissatisfaction with 
ultra-conservatism and an equally signifi­ 
cant response to progressive suggestion it 
dd not seem a very severe test of courage 
for any party to meet that mood of the 
public with appropriate action. 
So far from conceding the advance in 
social and political thought of the last de­ 
cade the republican national convention 
dissolved the last vestage of the Roose­ 
velt progressivism and backed itself into 
the tail end of the nineteenth century. It 
sought a forward-looking man to share 
the ticket with Calvin Coolidge and found 
it did not have such a man in the conven­ 
tion, nor one in the party who was wil­ 
ling to commit himself to support of the 
reactionary platform which the party’s 
utility outfielder, C. B. Warren, produced 
as the guerdon of victor}'. 
W hat was needed was a W. E. Borah, 
a William S. Kenyon, or any one of the 
figures identified, by experience, in the 
public mind

progressivism.

For years many leading party 
men have fought for revision of the party 
from within; latterly they have acknowl­ 
edged this can not be effected through 
the old party councils. 
Roosevelt made 
the same discovery and the people follow­ 
ed him a long, long way on the road to 
progress. 
Had the convention set out with the 
purpose in mind it scarcely could shape 
its conduct more nearly to a direct chal­ 
lenge to all progressives to appeal to the 
American people for a verdict on whether 
this country is to march forward to en­ 
lightened social and political methods or 
whether it is to sink back into political an­ 
achronism. 
Not a speaker of importance at the con­ 
vention but solemnly 
emphasized 
the 
gravity of the moment. 
Not a leader and 
not a delegate, apparently, realized ex­ 
actly where that gravity lies. 
The record 
of the republican 
party 
during 
recent 
years is too doubtful for it to be able to 
count on popular 
approval 
without a 
strong advance in thought on the part 
of the leaders. 
That advance nowhere 
manifests itself. 
The party no longer can 
command the services in high office of its 
ablest men of progressive instincts. 
That, and nothing else, is the supreme 
lesson of the convention.

highway system of 7,600 miles by 
providing for the submission of mea­ 
sures at the general election in Nov­ 
ember election calling for

on gasoline, 
a 
fifty per cent increase in State auto­ 
mobile license fees and to increase 
the annual issue pf state road bonds 
to $15,000,000 a year. 
Signatures of five per 
cent 
of 
two-thirds of the total vote cast for 
supreme judges 
at the 
previous 
election must be affixed to initiative 
petitions in order 
to 
make

valid. 
Under the vote cast in the 
last election (November, 1922,) ini­ 
tiative petitions for submission

Thus five per cent of the total 
vote for supreme judges in eleven

MARK TWAIN CAVE 


TREASURY REFUND 
ON INCOME TAXES 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, 
D. 
C., — The 
treasury will be ready July I to re­ 
fund more than $16,000,000 over paid 
in income taxes March 15 as a result 
of the subsequent 25 per cent reduc­ 
tion granted by congress. 
In decision rendered today, Comp­ 
troller General McCarl advised tho 
treasury that it may use any funds 
appropriated for payment of illegal­ 
ly collected taxes, 
and 
Secretary 
Mellon immediately laid plans for 
paying back the extra 25 per cent 
turned in by 1.085,000 persons. 
The 
decision removed the barrier to the 
refunding of the overpayments 
oc­ 
casioned by failure of congress in 
the closing hours of its session to 
pass the deficiency bill which car­ 
ried money for that purpose. 
“The tax payers right to refunds,” 
the decision said, “is an obligation 
upon the appropriation for the fiscal 


I year when the claim is made.” 
Congress since January has pro­ 
vided $117,000,000 for the treasury 
in refunding taxes illegally collect. 
About $30,000,000 of th i| fund re­ 
mains which under the McCarl de­ 
cision can be used in settling with 
those who on March 15 paid all of 
the taxes then due for the year. 
Few of the refunds will be large, 
the amounts seldom exceeding one 
hundred dollars. Repayment of the 
extra 25 per cent may mean, how’­ 
ever, that some of the contested tax 
claims, pending for months, in some 
cases years, may not be settled be­ 
fore new* appropriations are grant­ 
ed.

Judge E. T. Cameron of this city, 
owner of the cave made famous by 
the noted Missouri humorist, Sam­ 
uel Langhorn Clemens (whose pen 
name was Mark 
Twain) 
in 
the 
stories of “Huckleberry Finn and 
Tom 
Saw*yer,” discovered 
the 
in­ 
scription high up c#ie the walls of 
the passageway. 
It reads: 
“Jesse Jatnes 
September 22, 
1879.” 
Numerous 
stories 
are 
related 
about the cave, one of the main 
ones being that Jesse James and his 
outlaw* band used the cavern on 
numerous occasions 
as a 
hiding 
place, following daring raids. 
One 
of these tales is told by an old 
man, a former cave guide, John W, 
East, who says that on one occasion 
wrhen he was taking a party of 
tourists through the cave years ago, 
a party of strange men were met. 
The five mysterious strangers pass­ 
ed 
solemnly 
on, 
however, 
after 
mumbling a greeting. 
“When 
they 
had 
gone 
out 
of 
sight, one man in the tourist party, 
visibly 
excited, exclaimed 
to 
Mr. 
East: 
“Get us out of here as quickly 
as possible. 
One of those men waa 
Jesse James. 
I know* him but he 
did not recognize me.” 
The guide took the party out by 
the 
nearest exit.

said 
that he remembers that the five 
strange men all carried grips. 
Several days after the 
incident 
in the cavern, he was called to take 
five men to the station in Saverton, 
Missouri, nearby.
